As means and opportunity have been 
afforded, it has followed the negro with its ministrations of good through 
his experience as Slave and “Contraband,” and now for him, in his new 
estate of freedman, it is using all its appliances of schools, mission and 


physical relief. 


The impression that the Association attempts only a spiritual work, 
in the ordinary acceptance of the term, is erroneous. Its yearly reports, 
up to last September, show not only a larger working force of missivnaries 
and teachers, but a larger amount of supplies sent for the relief of the 
destitute, than by any other organization. The Association believes in the 


_ Gospel of Jesus as the only hope of man, and that His gospel includes 


garments for the naked and food for the hungry and schools for.the igno- 
rant; and in this christian faith it sends forth christian workers, teachers 
and missionaries, to do good as they have opportunity. Whatever mode 
of relief, or education, or evangelization, any friend of the colored man 
can wisely desire a benevolent organization to attempt in his behalf, this 
Association is now attempting to the extent of the means furnished. - 


Our “Mission Homes” in the large cities not only furnish quarters 
for the teachers, but they beeome centres of happy influences reaching 
out into the families around. They are the depots of supply to the desti- 
tute. Our mission families, thus becoming permanent residents, naturally 
become the protectors of the colored people and mediators between them 


and their former masters.

The work of the Association in Kéntucky, Tennessee, Alabama and 
Western Georgia, is under the immediate supervision of the Branch Office 
in Cincinnati. ) | 

At Macon and Atlanta we have a very interesting work in progres3. 
In both these places the distribution to the destitute is mainly, if not 
entirely, through the “Homes” and teachers of our Association. At 
Atlanta the want is very great. Many of the colored people are without 
shelter, and from them, especially the women and children, the cry 
for clothing is piteous in the extreme. Our Agents have frequently 
found children who desired to attend school, but were kept in bed during 
the day for want of clothes to hide their nakedness. 


At Nashville the Association and the Western Freedmen’s Aid Com- 
mission have united in the organization of the ‘Fiske School.” The 
pupils already number five hundred and are still coming in. We intend 
to make it the model school of Tennessee. | 

The Association and the Western Freemen’s Aid Commission are 
co-operating most heartily in all the field work of this Middle Department. 
We do not seek to divert any help for Freedmen that is flowing through 
their channels, but to awaken a wider and deeper interest in a work which 
is opening beyond the power of all organizations to fill. A nation has 
been born ina day. A whole race asks for the gospel and its elevating 
influences. It is at our very doors. It will modify our national civiliza- 
tion, religion and history, whether we will or no. Indifference increases 
alike our guilt and danger. Will not hearts, still throbbing in thanks- 
giving to God for the great deliverance from rebellion, be ready to make 
love offerings for these Christ’s poor ? 


The National Council of Congregational Churches. at Boston, pledged 
‘$250,000 to the work for the Freedmen, through the American Missionary 
Association, as being ‘the fittest organization for that work.” 

But the work of the Association is not sectarian. It offers to all 
evangelical denominations its channels for relief, and missionary and 
educational labors among the colored people, using the funds donated 
according to the wish of the donor. In our schools are found, working 
most harmoniously together, Methodists, Baptists, Friends, Episcopalians, 
Presbyterians and Congregationalists. | 

The undersigned, as the General Field Agent of the Christian Com- 
mission in the Army of the Cumberland, has had the privilege of making

glad thousands of soldiers by tokens of love sent through his hands from 
homes, and Soldiers’ Aid Societies in Ohio and Indiana and Pennsylvania. 


Are there not families and churches and sabbath schools, who would 
like a personal responsibility and contact. with this work for Freedmen, on 
the same ground over which their fathers and brothers fought and con- 
quered? We desire to bring those who pray and give into close commu- 
nication with their friends, and will put Sabbath Schools and Aid Societies 
in direct correspondence with some worker in the field, who will receive 
and distribute their benefactions, and report to the donors.

IN view of the frequent changes which have taken place in the organ- 
izations for the elevation of the freedmen, we deem it due to our English 
brethren to submit the following statement: 

Official intelligence that the American Freedmen’s Aid Commission 
had been united with the American Union Commission, and a conimu- 
nication inviting the Western Freedmen’s Aid Commission to unite with 
it, setting forth various reasons for the consummation of such union, 
were presented for the consideration of the Directors at a meeting held 
at their Office, February 28, 1866. 

The object of the Commission as now reconstructed is set forth in 
Article 2d of its Constitution, which reads as follows: ‘“ The Commis- 
sion is constituted to aid and co-operate with the people of the South, 
without distinction of race or color, in the improvement of their con- 
dition upon the basis of industry, education, freedom, and Christian 
morality.” 

The Union Commission to whose fellowship we are welcomed, differs 
essentially from ours; theirs seeks to elevate the poor whites of the 
South as well as the freedmen, ours seeks to aid only the freedmen, be- 
lieving them to have pre-eminent claims upon us, and as our funds are 
not sufficient for all, we confine our work to the most needy, and to those 
most likely to be neglected by others. However commendable the en- 
terprise of aiding the poor whites of the South may be, yet our Com- 
mission was organized for the specific purpose of elevating the millions 
who have just escaped from the house of bondage, and our convictions 
of duty will not allow our society to be diverted from its original object 
to any other however laudable it may be. We would not throw a straw 
in the way of any one who has a heart for the work of elevating the 
white population of the South, but would rather bid him God speed; 
yet ours is a different mission, we seek to elevate a race that has been 
degraded by centuries of oppression and wrong—we aim to illumine the 
minds of millions from whom the light of intelligence and religion has 
so long been excluded by legal enactments. 
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WESTERN FREEDMEN’S AID COMMISSION. 


The object of our Commission is specifically set forth in me Preanthle 
of its Constitution which reads as follows : 

‘We recognize the hand of Divine Providence in the emancipation» 
of the colored population, and we believe that the friends of humanity 
are thereby called to immediate and earnest effort to establish on this 
continent an undivided American nation, based on free labor and free 
and Christian institutions.” : 

“Tt is therefore the purpose of this Commission:to labor for the ele- 
vation of the freed people, by aiding them to supply their physical 
wants, to encourage their industry, and especially to furnish them such 
instruction as their case demands, that they may be prepared for the 
duties and privileges of Christian freemen.” 

After an extended discussion of the*subject of union, and a free 
interchange of sentiment, the following resolution was unanimously 
adopted : 

Resolved, That the Western Freedmen’s Aid Commission deems it 
- expedient to adhere to the basis already adopted in our legal charter, 
and labor as heretofore for the benefit of the freedmen. 

We can not become auxiliary to this Union Commission, because, 

1st. It contemplates an object not in harmony with the spirit and let- 


ter of, our Preamble and Constitution, and we haye failed to find reasons 


“sufficiently authoritative to induce ts to esire such change. 

2d. It will distract the efforts and decrease the contributions of the 

benevolent in behalf of the freedmen. 

3d. The transition through which the freedmen are passing, attended 
with so much suffering and cruelty on the part of the disloyal whitcs, 
remonstrates in thunder tones against any diversion of our efforts or 
contributions from this unfortunate race. In numerous instances the 
freedmen have suffered scarcely less than when in slavery. The legis- 
latures of the South are making provision for the wants of their poor 
whites, and it is a duty from which we can not escape to consecrate our 
energies afresh to the amelioration of this neglected class, not of ac- 
count of color, but on account of the degraded condition forced upon 
them by long-protracted oppression. 

In our philanthropic mission we implore the aid of the benevolent, 
and assure our friends that their funds will be gratefully received and 
faithfully consecrated to the great work of elevating millions of eman- 
cipated freedmen.
